In the opposite locks we passed a gay 
holiday crowd on ah American liner 
from San Francisco— pretty girls laugh- 
ing with each other, white-coated, 
clean-shaven oCTlctra, «tcwsrdi, sailors, 
flrtmcn, cooks, all enjoying the rather 
dirty contrast we presénted.
